| & erica, or, if you had rather, 
the Weſt Indies) aflembled thenſclues and come to- 
gethcr into the Port of Havana, a place bebke 2p- 
pointed, as a Rendezvous, whitl er the Nauy might 
repayre to make their returre howe. V hereupon 
the Generall, or, as you pleaſe, the Admir.1!l, on the 
23 of Augnſt,by publique Proclamation commanded 
that euery ſhip thould regiſter the gold, ſilver, bul. 
lion, merchandile, and other moucab'es, jnto their 
bookes of account, or office of the Adnira! ty, be- 
cauſe they had a purpo:cto putto Sca and ler Sayle

But confidering the ſmall diſpatch wasmade,and 
the multitude of bufineſle wherewith they were en- 
cumbred, they caſt many doubrs of looſing ar all,or 
putting from the harbour vntill the coniunRion of 
the Moone was paſt, whoſe effcs they expeRed 
the 5. of September : Whereupon the Marqueſſe 
Gouecrnour of Hauane and the Country, called a 
Councel, ſummoning the officers,and propoſing to 
_ the aſſembly, what was moſt neceſſary and befitting 
to be done for the conueniency and ſecurity of the 
whole Nauy : ſo there came accordingly the land- 
Governor or Generall ouer the Souldicrs, the Ad- 
mirall ofthe Armado, the Captaine Genera!l of the 
Fleet, and his Admiral ; the Superviſor or Treaſu- 
rer, the Captaines of the Souldiers, and the Pilots, 
who with one conſent determined, that in regard 
this ConiunRion in September did commonly in 
thoſe parts bring clouds and obfuſcation of ayre, 
which would not vaniſh without tempeſts, and tur- 
bulent winds, it was a ſcaſenable prouidence, and 
befirting the ſecurity of the Armado, to rcmaine 
quietly in harbour, vncill the foreſaid ConiunAion 
were elapſed, which no queſtion the ſame night 
would manifeſt her operation to ſome purpoſe. 
Vpon this reſolution they prepared themſelues, 
and ſcrled their affaires totarry the times appoint- 
ment, and then to ſer forward their pretended voy- 
age. Burthatcucning promiſed ſuch faire weather, 
and a ſerene Element, with a plcaſant and ſociable 
galc of winde continuing two or three dayes toge- 
ther, madethem all repent, and wiſhthey had eaken 
,01d of opportunity, and ſer forward their pe £5 
whiC 
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which caufed the Generall to conſtne to their im. 
ortunities,and affociate them as I may ſay, in their 
bages - infomuch, that after generall muſters, on 
Sunday the 4 of September, by breake of day they 
weighed anchors, and hoyled their ſayles, accom- 
modarting the ſhips out of harbour to the beſt pur- 
poſe. There were 28, ſhips with their Admi- 
rall, 8. Galeons, 3. Pinaces; and other attendants, 
on the Fleer, with their conſorts. They ſayled 
orward very proſperouſly, and had a time of fayre 
expeQation. Burt Munday approaching, which was 
the day of the ConiunQion, the weather according 
eo former conieAure ſeemed to change, and the 
winde comming to North-caſt raiſed both a care 
and afeare in the Admirall : Beſides, the Galeons 
forecaſting all the wayes to preuent ſubſequent mif- 
chiefs, woond vp their maine ſailes, andryed ther 
faſt ro their yards, and aduanced only their Mifſens, 
making vſe of their Boſprels, and in a word pur in 
praQtice all the meanes which art and induftry could 


afford ro ſcape the danger. | 
But it ſhould ſeeme, that tempeſts will havethcir 


courſes, and are incxorable: For the wind increaſed 


and ſo whiſtled , that it would nor hearken to the 
whiſtling of the Mariners, the clouds thickned and 
over mantled the Horizon, and the ayre was ſo dark 


and formidable, that they could nor diſcerne one 


ſhip from another; by which chance, or rarcher dif- 
aftcrons miſchance, ere it was full noone, the winds 
continuing, and as it were couenan' ing to perpe- 
crare ſome outragiouſneffe,a!l the Galeons were dil- 


fipated and difſcucred, and the moſt part of the Fleer 


for - 
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for their better paſſage went before the wind, and 
tooke a corrle ro ſaue themſelues as well as they 
cou'd:In which violence they were griuen from one 
another, ang che wind continued ſo impetuous, that 
it not onely vnloolcd their tacklings and ſayles, bur 
brake aſunder tiicir fore-maſts, and rent their maine 
yards in ſhiuers,, fo thy had no, ſhift but to beare 
no fayle at all, or croſle the wind as they could. 

But as waues roule atter waves, one miſchicte fol- 
low es another: for prcſzn.ly the wind turned to the 
South, which although it gaue them leave the ber- 
ecr to accommodate themliclues, and endure the 
tempeſt, yerit brought raine, and the Sea wrought 
as high as it 61d betare : rhen they ſeared another 
misfortune, to be thruſt or hurried into tome creeke 
or þay of the coaſt of + /or1da, whicl; they n.uch ſul- 
ſpected by the great and wonderiu)l haſtethey had 
made{for they commonly ranne fiue or ſixe lea; u.s 
eucry glaſle) and then there was no hope but cithes 
ſplitting oa the ſands, or periſhing onthe ſhore. 

This ftorme and fearfull tempeſt continued with 
all outragiouſneſfle vntill Tueſday following , then 
by breake of day they aflumed comfort that all was 
not loſt and caſt away: for they diſcricd ſome ſhips \ 
atarrc off, who as it Aboee determined to returne 
tothe Port of Hauana, in which courle ſuch as had 
maſts and ſayles prepared themſclues, and the reſt 
thar were bruiſed and broken, as farre as they could 
diſcerne one another, laboured to Coc the like, and 
proſecute the lame courle.

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"They began to enter the harbor the 10.0f Sepremd. 
and continucd rill the 14. The Galeons which were 
ſaucd were the firſt, and ſo other ſhips followed, af- 
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ter they had knowledge of one another. The ſame 
day ariued the Galeon S.4nn de Real, having loſt her 
maine Maſte: wich her came Caprain or Admirall 
Eſteruan Delzado,whoſe ſhip was laden with the mer- 
chandiſe of the ſaid Port of Hanans, ſhe entred in 
ſafety without any impeachment, or wrecke of the 
rempeſt. 

The 1 1. centred the Admirall of Terra firms, or the 
Continenc, with the loſſe of her maine Maſte: in her 
company was aſhip of CadF, who ſuſtained no de- 
triment, bur had all her maſts and tacklings in order. 

The 13. artued the Admirall of Manara, with all 


' herMaſts. The ſame day came the Admirall Reall, 


though ſomewhar late, hauing recouered 1 1 ſhips of 
of the Fleer, and certaine Pinaces, whercin were 50. 
perſons of the bay of Tortugs, wholiuc vnder 25 de- 
grees, This Admirall likewiſe eſcaped withour loſſe 


. ofa tackling. 


Other ſhips which were not of the Fleet, came al- 
ſo from the lands into _ ſame harber _— 
impeachment, obſeruing the time of happy and ſca- 
ſonable departure from Ge Noh of $. Domin#e.

F I He Admirall of the whole Fleete following 
the ſtorme, and driuen by the winde with 
the fore-ſaile of the middlemoſt Maſte, ran North. 
ward all night and the next day ; whereupon ſhee 
propoſcd to reftin ſome harbour, or place of ſecu- 
ritic on thoſe ſhores : but ſuddenly thee came to 
ſhallow water, and in ſhort ſpace ranne her ſc}fe on 
ground at two fathome water and a little more, 
where her beake brakea picces, with the loſle of her 
people, except three men and two boyes: this was 
on the Coaſt of Maracumbe in Florida. 
2 The Galcen Margerits followed the fame courle, 
and participated with the ſame fortune : For ſhee 
was loſt the 8. day, comming to three fachome wa- 
": ter, but the was violcr:tly thruſt on a flat or land : ſo | 
wo that the keele ſticking faſt with the guſts ouer-grear, 
4 and the billowes extreamely raging, the body ſhiue- | 
ccd all ro pieces, and the paſſengers when. it was ap- 
parant they could not eſcape, ſaw as little mercy in 
the Seca, as they had endured inthe Winde. 
3.and 4. In the ſame hourc, with the ſame tem- 
neſt, and almoſt at the ſame place, ewo _ of the 
Fleet were ſwallowcd in the Sea, and perithed be- 
fore they could approach the ſhore : but yet Cap- 


tainc dow Bernardine de Lugo was miraculoully ſaved 
on 
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on 2 piece of timber, though ſome ſay a broken 
hatch, which the Sca wafted toward the ſhore, and 
60.perſons or ſoldiours of his company eſcaped vp- 


| ondiuers things, to the broken carkafle of the for- 


mer Admirall, and ſo by degrees, made ſhift ro ſaue 
their lives. 
5 A Frigot, which came from Cartegeze with 


Portngals was loſt at Tortuga, in one of thoſe dange- 


rous Creeckes, and vnknowne Promontories : there 


were in her 56. perſons, who all cſcaped vpon ſeue- _ 


rall cheſts and plankes. | 

6 The Admirall 7h: de Luſpam faucd himſelfe in 
a little ſhallop, which the Ga/cox drew after him : For 
when he ſaw no remedie, he cur off the rope, and 
with a conuenient number rowed aboue three 
leagues in the Sea, till at laſt they droue themſclues 
into a ſtreight, and ſo come aſhore. 

7 The Galcon of our Lady del Refario, wherein 
Capraine Chacsrretta was Commander, likewiſe pe- 
riſhed, not withour great ſuſpition before hand : ſhe 
rann aground, as the Admirall did, fo thatnone of 
the Ships that came into the Harbour could giue an 


account of her, vntill a certaine Barke arriued the

from the {aid Captaine, which aduertiſed them, that 
the ſaid Ga/con periſhed in T ortugi, all the company 
eſcaping miraculouſly, who had the fortune to ſaue 
themſelues with conuenient vicuall and neceſſary 
ſuppliments, keeping firme ſtations on their cheſts, 
maſts, and ſuch other things. . | 
8.and 9g. Morcoucr two other ſhips were thoughe 
and adindged loſt, becauſe they wete notheard of af-

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ter the ſtorme. But if you willbeacquainted with a 
wonder indeed. The Pilot ofthe Margarita was mi- 
raculouſly ſaued vpon the rib of a ſhip, on which he 
was caricd fiue daics together in the Sea, and ſuſtai. 
ned his life by a bird,or reaſonable bigge fou'e which 
came to his hand, vnrill a Pinace paſſing by him in 
g moſt ſcaſonable time, rooke him in and brought 


him to ſafe Harbour.

Laly of Attocha, and the S. Margarize, which (as ſome 
will haue it) {ignifes the {hip of pearle, amongſt whom 
periſhed 391. and 71. were ſaued, as is by the lame ap- 
paranr. | 
Concerning thereſt, I finde no other mention in the 
originall, but what is briefly handled betore : only the 
Author falls to ſome bulineſle, wherein they were im- 
ployed afterthe ſtorme, which accordingly I thus proſe- 
cute, not varying from the true meaning of the ſame. 

T he 2 5.of September 1622.the great Marqueſle afore- 
named, Gouernour of /awana, allembled once apaine a - 
Councell, to which all the Officers were ſummoned, 
about the returne into Spaire with the reſt of the Fleer, 
concluding to depart atter the coniunftion of October, 
to which it ſhould ſeeme they all condeſcended, except. 
the Generall /0/n de Sara moran, the Admirall Themas de 
la ray pura, and two principall Pilots of the Armado, or 
the whole Fleet, with the Pilor of the Admirall, who tor 
diuers reaſons, belides the great proviſion and treaſure 
in the ſame, did not thinke it fir or conuenient in ſo dan- 
gerousa time, and after fo teartull a warning, to aduen- 
ture ſo great a ſubſtance and (o rich a prize into the hands 
of fortune, wind or weather ; but rather to returne imo 
Sparne at the Spring of the yeare, and make vie of a more 
proſperous ſeaſon : to which aduice (asit ſhould ſeeme) 
this Nauall Councell ſubſcribed. | 

The eighteenth of September there departed fromthe 
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Portof Havens three Barkes or Frigots, vnder the com 
mand of Captaine or Admirall Gaſpar de Vargaz, whoſe 
was to ſearch for the Artillery and treaſure of the 
loſt Galeons : and on Monday the 28.-of Septem- 
ber, after ſafe arriuall, they there ſummoned all the ſoul- 
diers,ſea-men and paſſengers, who were miraculouſly pre- 
ſerued in the tempeſt, when the ſaid Admirall was loſt vn- 
der the command of Michael de Cazaretta, and whom at 
their comming in Flerida they found in ſaletie, and with 
whom the ſaid Gaſpar de Farp as returned after they bad dif- 
couered where the Admirall iay,which they might doe by 
the rop-malt appearing aboue water, and ſo very fortu- 
natelythey Jiſparched their vnfortunare bulineſle. 

They diuided into theſe Frigors or ſmall Barkes, the 
moſt part of the Artillery or Ordnance,which with great 
labour and induſtrie they got out of the Galeons, begin- 
ning firſt with her, that periſhed in the Bay of Torcaga, bue 
they were much troubled and encombred with two ſpect- 
all peeces, which put them to exceſhue toile. Thus were 
they able in reſpe& of the Fortreſſe of Tabaco to ſearch 
further, and at conuenient leaſure to effet that, which 
they came about: for this Fort being built and ereed of 
purpole to keepe the inhabitants in awe, and debar ſtran- 

$ from any intruſion, as alſo toaccommodate them, if 

y diſaſtrous chance they ſhould bedriucn into theſe pla- 
ces,ſo watched the two periſhed Galeons,that they tound 
what was to be found vntouched: whereupon the ſaid 
Gaſpar de Vargas writ of his ſuccefle tothe Mar queſle,and 
of the toile he ſuſtained in the Margarite, with other ad- 
yentures, as thedanger and wonderfull paines which the 


'Diuers endured, and the Sailers proued, cuen when they 
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were inthe waſte ofthe loſt ſhips, whoſe bodies were bro- 
ken to peeces,and lay in a manner vnder water. 

W hen this was done, and that they could finde or re- 
couer no more, at a quiet and a itil] water in the company 
ot Captaine Cazwreica they ſearched the Crecke, and rhe 
Bottome more narrowly for the bullion and treaſure of 
the (ul G.illegn of Re/arie, and had the fortune to tinde 
the molt part of irhough it ſeerued ſmoked, blacked.and 
unpeached with the owſe and frettings ot the water, yea 
afrcr toure naturall daies they drew it all our with the 
loſle onely ofone Ingoe. = 

The next worke in the harbour of Haweavs, was the 
Currying and trimming ſuch {hips as bad efcap:d the 
tempelt, whereupon to be moreableto furniſh the three 
diltte{ſed Galcons th.s.ame Maftlefle into the harbor ( as 
you haue heard) they caſt a crofle a ſhipot Cadiz, and 
diſrobed hr, as I may fay, taking her » Tacklin 
and furniture, whereby they ſupplied many wants, an 
as well as they could, maſted che Galeons agarne, ſo thas 
they were thought fir and ſ{cruiceable to proſecute the 
voyage of the ſea, when occaſion ſhould inuite them co 
returne !NTO Sparne. 

The fourth of Octaber, there came into the Port of 
Hazana,a certaine Figot with twentie perſons, and rwo 
Friars Vittorians, who ſaued themſclues in a ſhip of new 
Cumpechand in the firſt voyage, when they accompanicd 
the Fleet of new Spaine, and were calt a ſhore on the 
rockes, and llands of Bermuda, hauing beene hurried and 
tofled crwo daies together with a ſtrange ftorme and won- 
derfull rempeſt, anJ yet the Galeons and moft of their 
\ Fleet were ſaued, Gad be thanked, ondy as. #1 
I , 
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riſh-d, amongſt whom was cheirs in which they fiſt im- 
barked themlelues ; fothar there were drowned $3 pcr- 
ſons, who could by no incanes be provided for , becau'e 
one morning very my all the (ſhip was couered with 
water and ready to finke, whereupon the better lors 
procured to get into the boat, which wich much adoe 
they effeed, affoording leaue to none to enter but 
themſclues, leſt they ſhould all perith, and ſo berter 
ſfaue ſome. They which went vp prouided one great 
basket of bisker, and a little treſh water, wherewith 
they ſuſtained themſelues, vnullthey came into the har- 
bour of Hawewas 26. daies after their Nauigation, by 
which occalion many haue reported, that they had-no 
other (hallop, butthe boar of the thip. 

The 24. oft Oftobcr being Sunday, the Marqueſle cal- 
' kda Counccl] againe for the concuriency of al bulineſle, 
wherein it was propounded to acquaint his Maiefty by 
ſome pinneſle or other aduenturer, with their preſent at- 
faires, and ſoto prouide for the furniſhing of the other 
ſhips for new Spaine, and it Captaine Gaſparo de Yerwas 
returncd in the meane while, then might the occurrences 
and particulars of the ſcarches of the loſt Admirall and 
Galcow of Saint Margarite be advertiſed all-rogether, ac- 
cording to the agreementof the court and aſſembly. 

The ſecond of Nouember died the Generall of the 
fleet, /ohn de Lara Moran of a Calenture, which ouer ma- 
ſtred him. 7/3 | 

Don Pears de Yr ſula,was allo ſent into Florida, ro make 
further ſcarch in the Margarite and Admirall, for trcalure 
and other rhings, while Capraine Gaſpar de Yarg as went 
to prouide eſpeciall necefJaries : but no man was perwit- 
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ced to ſearch the ſides of the broken ſhips, which by 
this time were cometo the (hore, but the licenſed Ofh- 
cers. 

The 18. of November Dox Peter Yr/ula, arrived at the 
Creeks, where the Galeons were loſt,and began his aduen- 
ture forthe finding of more treaſure, God grant a good 
ſuccede may crowne his {cruice. 
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
